CRITIQUE 


This program offered an opportunity to solve a clearly 
definable problem in circulation, to embody it in volumes 
fitting reasonably well together, and to find an architec- 
tural character not unsuited to the wooded Parkway site 
described in the program. Efforts to satisfy these demands 
in a simple manner were more fruitful than were attempts 
at elaboration or originality. 

The jury regarded most seriously the circulation, both 
interior and exterior, and the functioning of the various 
elements of the plan. In some designs there was no indica- 
tion of an approach from a Parkway, or of a parking area, 
or of a service entrance. Some schemes were laid out in re- 
verse, suited to left-handed traffic. On the interior, in many 
designs, the main circulation was crossed by the service 
circulation close to the main entrance; and the kitchen 
and pantry were too small. Designs with too many defects 
of this nature usually received no award. 

Some designs presented too formal or monumental an 
appearance; others bore no resemblance to a restaurant, 
or to a wooded site with a view. Extreme examples of

wrong character received no award. Designs were not dis- 
cussed on the basis of style. More important was the invit- 
ing quality from the Parkway. 


While flat roofs were not rejected, it was felt by the jury 
and by most of the competitors, that under the trees a 
sloping roof would be more satisfactory. The special prob- 
lem of putting a workable plan into volumes simple enough 
to roof, was not always well handled. Some tried to solve 
the problem by having a roof which did not agree in plan 
and elevation. 


Ten designs were selected for First Mention, but each 
contained some defect which prevented it from being 
Placed. 


The design of R. L. Thomssen, Carnegie Institute of 
Technology, was preferred by some of the jurors for its 
simple, clear architecture. Others found the rendering too 


harsh. \ 


Those of T. B. Benedict of New York University, and 
E. L. Kennedy of the University of Pennsylvania, provide 
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no access from the parking space; one of them lacks a 
service entrance. 

Those of D. P Stevens and FE J. Kile, both of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, and L. R. Moon of New York University, 
place the main and service entrances to the dining room 
oa dh side on the end wall of the room; and there is also 
a consequent confusion in circulation. This defect inherent 
in the parti should have been recognized during the study 
for the esquisse. 

The projet of J. L. Leslie of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, places the service entrance to the dining room too 
close to the main entrance, and provides no access from 
the parking area. 


That of J. H. V. Evans of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, places the washrooms badly and too prominently. 

That of W. O’Neil of Catholic University of America, was 
considered to have an idea and a definite character, but 
nothing more; the jury agreed that it is not the kind of 
study to be encouraged as a rule. 

Numerous drawings were presented on oversize sheets, 
which placed them Hors Concours.

A PYROTECHNIC DISPLAY

A large American metropolis on the night of the official 
opening of a world’s fair dedicated to Columbus’ Discovery 
of America wishes to present a tremendous, and heretofore 
unprecedented display of fireworks. That it should be 
highly imaginative is essential. 

The site selected is a long expanse of shore front on a 
lagoon opposite the site of the exposition proper, 1,800 
feet of shore front will be made available for the prepara-

Although there were no specific limitations, other than the 
site, which were imposed upon the students, it was appar- 
ent to the jury that, in the sketches submitted, most of the 
students did not understand the nature of possible effects 
which could be produced by fireworks. Furthermore, many 
had no sense of the scale of a composition, which extended 
for nearly one-third of a mile along the water front. 

It is important to realize that although the sketch itself 
was an unusual problem, at the same time, the architectural 
approach varied in no way from the usual, and the same 
considerations should have prevailed. 

Generally, there were four aspects which were consid- 
ered by the jury to be significant. Listed in the order of 
their importance, they were: 


1. The composition as a whole, its design, and imagina- 
tive concept.

tions and the lagoon is sufficiently wide to enable the spec- 
tator on the opposite side to see the entire spectacle from 
any point. An unlimited amount of money will be set aside 
to cover the expense.

2. The suitability of the design for execution by pyro- 
technic effects. 
3. Scale. 


4. Appropriateness to commemorative requirements. 


There were several sketches embodying both excellent 
presentation and design, which were generally admired by 
the jury. Each student would do well to note what the jury 
criticized in those and other problems that received awards. 
He should be able to apply the judgment implied of his 
own solution, as only a few solutions can be discussed here. 

Beginning with the half mentions: In the sketch of J. R. 
Cunningham, Carnegie Institute of Technology, the sense 
of scale as well as the use of color was good. The use of 
subordinate architecture in a manner which flanked the 
main point of interest was admired. The jury generally 
criticized the use of dominant architectural motives in a 
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design based on fireworks. This sketch, however, was not 
organized as a whole and the composition along the shore 
front was weak. The large human figures rising out of the 
flame detracted from the sketch. 


A. R. Williams, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
offered a reasonable if not extremely inspired sketch. The 
jury questioned the advisability of erecting in advance of 
the performance such large armatures for supporting the 
final display, as they would be unsightly. 

G. W. Edwards, Oklahoma Agricultural & Mechanical 
College, had an excellent sense of scale and a clear under- 
standing of the amount of space involved. His comprehen- 
sion of fireworks and the indication of a central burst at the 
climax was admired. The composition of the whole was, 
however, disorganized. 


The sketch of B. H. Bradley, University of Illinois, had 
a simple and interesting design but little sense of scale or 
movement, so intrinsic to pyrotechnics. It was attractive 
in color. 

V. Baumgartner of the University of Illinois had an ex- 
cellent idea with a great central burst over cascades of fire, 
but neglected to treat his entire area satisfactorily. The jury 


questioned the use of a huge sphere, pointing out the prac- 
tical difficulties involved. 

Of the first mentions, that of O. Lundquist of New York 
University was distinguished in all ways. Not only was 
there a sound concept of the entire composition in elevation 
but also the plan showed thought and skill. There was 
admirable scale and a fine feeling of fireworks. 

The first mention sketch of A. Arbeit, New York Univer- 
sity, was in the same class of execution. The jury admired 
the effects gained by floating barges in the water, but found 
the whole design somewhat confusing and the informal 
shore line rather questionable where a spectacular effect 
was desired. 

That of J. J. Brady, Catholic University of America, had 
an unusually vivid sense of explosive climax, though it 
would, perhaps, be! rather hard to achieve actually. The 
composition and color were good. The jury thought the 
low piers with the initials somewhat uninteresting as an 
answer to the commemorative requirements.

A FREE STANDING FOUNTAIN 


EMERSON PRIZE 


In a public park between two roads, not necessarily paral- 
lel, but not intersecting, a level plot of ground has been set 
aside whose extreme dimensions do not exceed 100 by 150 
feet, exclusive of sidewalks. 

On this plot it is proposed to erect a free standing foun- 
tain. All of the elements entering into the composition of 
this fountain shall be included within the above dimen- 
sions. Climatic conditions may preclude the use of water in

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this fountain at certain times of the year, so it is apparent 
that the proposed design shall be such as will be of interest 
under all conditions. 

Since the Committee hopes to receive designs in which 
the architectural elements are not confused by effects of 
artificial light or color it requires that the drawings shall 
be presented in India ink renderings on white paper.

perhaps to be sure no one would assume that this fountain 
was to be placed on a triangular plot as would be formed 
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by intersecting streets. Notwithstanding this caution there 
were many presentations that did just that and to their 
detriment. It is difficult in writing a program to determine 
just how much or how little one should suggest possible 
ideas, for too many restrictions are apt to cramp the imag- 
ination and too few may give the student too wide a range 
of assumptions and thus confuse him. However, when a 
program states expressly what should not be assumed, it 
seems foolish for anyone to grasp at that very prohibition 
_and thereby jeopardize his solution. Although most of the 
medal awards assumed the roads absolutely parallel, one 
or two of them did take advantage of the permission grant- 
ed by the program to make them “not necessarily parallel” 
and thereby opened up other interesting solutions. 

Since this was to be the type of fountain one came upon 
suddenly rather than one seen from a distance or at the 
termination of a long vista, the juries were of the opinion 
those designs having a more intimate character were pref- 
erable to massive and tall pylons which could be seen well 
only when surrounded by much more free area than the 
100 by 150 feet allowed by the program. 

The juries were of the opinion that for the automobile 
traffic passing on either road this fountain could hold little 
interest or give little pleasure at the glance spared while 
racing by, and that therefore this aspect of the problem 
could not be better solved by larger monuments than by 
small ones which might at least be more in scale with the 
size of the plot. There was a sentiment that the fountain 
should be of an inviting nature, a restful spot, to be more 
enjoyed by pedestrians or by those in automobiles who 
were interested enough to stop and inspect. This was defi- 
nitely not a plaza fountain, but the kind one comes upon as 
certain fountains in the Borghese or other Italian gardens, 
not one that dominated a site, but one lending itself to 
close observation and relatively small detail. It is worthy 
of notice that few of the best awards showed any great dis- 
play of jetting water, but made the most of reflecting pools 
which might better fit in with the sheltered surroundings. 

With few exceptions all submissions considered that part 
of the program requesting, because of climatic conditions 
“the proposed design shall be such as will be of interest 
under all conditions.” In other words, few tried to get an 
effect through forms of water jets only, as if they were 
designing some pyrotechnic display, but gave due con- 
sideration to sculptural or architectural forms that would 
be interesting even without a play of water. 

Finally it should be said that the large majority of sub- 
missions were admirably presented. The jury attributed 
this in large part to the uses of the India ink medium. Cer- 
tainly the modelling of sculptural detail was much better 
studied and executed than it would ever have been in color. 


Comments on selected drawings: 
Emerson Prize—First Medal by R. B. Little, University 
of Illinois. A brilliant composition, both in plan and in 
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placing of the sculptural elements. Frankly seen and ap- 
proached only from the two long sides, the arrangement 
of the steps and walk makes for a constantly changing 
point of view for the pedestrian. Further credit should be 
given R. B. Little for submitting an esquisse indicating the 
exact plan, number of figures and position as shown on the 
final drawing. 


Placed Second—First Medal by R. D. Hartshorne, Yale 
University. A parti in plan very similar to Little’s, and of 
which there were but very few. Not as unified a composi- 
tion as the prize winner but capable of perhaps even more 
interest to the moving pedestrian. The landscaping be- 
comes an important part of the scheme. The trees and shade 
would make this a pleasant spot for enjoyment of the foun- 
tain and the reflecting pool. 


First Medal—M. O. Urbahn, Yale University. As opposed 
to huge masonry masses, this was one of the smallest in 
size presented. Its very size and tranquillity however made 
this outstanding. The source of the water is beautifully 
designed, of sufficient interest to hold its own in the reflect- 
ing pool and the plan is straightforward. 


First Medal—D. R. Scholes, Yale University. An example 
in which the roadways were curved rather than straight, 
with the fountain having two faces not alike, thus allowing 
for two different approaches. Since the plan and landscap- 
ing have been arranged in consideration of these ap- 
proaches, this parti, the only one of its kind, was out- 
standing.

All of these have excellent ideas only slightly less dis- 
tinguished than those enumerated above and usually due 
to less interesting plans and design of the fountain itself. 
As can be seen, most of them were developed with the cir- 
culation around a pool having square, circular, polygonal 
or eliptical contours, with the approaches directly on axis, 
and tending towards a more usual treatment than those 
receiving first medals.
